“Such was the advice 
given to young girls in the. fif- 
teenth century. Standards of ex- 
pected behaviour have changed 
amusingly during the last few hun- 
dred years. 

One of the earlist known books 
on ctiquette was published béfore 
the Norman Conquest. Its author 
named Hardicanute, admonished: 
“Clense not thy teethe, at mete with 
knyfe, stik, or waude, or drink with 
food in thy mouthe. After mete, 
when. thou shalt wasshe, spitt not 
in the basin.” 

Good table manners must have 
been the exception rather than the 
rule, for in the thirteenth century 
a gentleman called Robert de Blois 
recommended that tablecloths 
should not be used for wiping the 
eyes or the nose, 


Mind Your Tongue 


Feminine characteristics s¢ecm to 
have changed little since those days. 
It was unbecoming in a lady, he 
said, to talk too much or to boast 
about the attentions paid to her 
by the opposite sex. 

In 1430 a book called, “How the 
Good Wife Taught her Daughter,” 


rendered this advice for young 
girls: “In walking, don’t toss your 


head and wriggle about your shoul- 
ders. Don’t swear. In town don't 
gad about or get drunk on your 
clothes money. Take no gifts; 
they’re the ruin of many a true 
woman.” 

‘Thirty years later it was the turn 
of young men to tome in for a 
little attention, when the Marshal 
of Humphrey.

‘Read Fast Enough 


Few people read’ with the maxti- 
mum of comfort. How are. you 
holding this paper? If it is farther 
than ten inches away from your 
eyes, and your eyes are normal, 
the eye muscles are being strained, 
for the normal eye sees clearest at 
ten inches. 

How fast do you read? You are 
much more likely to grow tired 
if you read slowly. Exceptional 
people can read at a speed of 1,000 
words a minute, but 400 to 500 
words a minute is a good speed for 
efficient reading, The average adult 
reads at about 250 only. 

When you are reading how often 
do you move your eyes in the course 
of a line? Scientists have caleu- 
lated that most people take a line 
of type in six or eight “jumps.” 

If you can learn to take it in 
only three jumps you will read 
a great deal faster and with less 
strain on the eye muscles. 

Reason why most of us read so 
slowly is that almost every man and 
woman over 35 was taught to read 
by the oral method. 

Our teachers made us read aloud 
to teach us how to pronounce, 
Since we pronounced only one word 
at a time we learned to see only 
one word ata time. 

As a result, most of us read about 
half as fast as we should—and with 
twice as much muscular work for

Endangered Virtue 


Both Church and laity agreed 
that it endangered virtue and that 
the homes of England were in 
danger.

“The Waltz” and in it showed viv- 
idly the effects on a good husband 
who sees his wife with her arms 
half round a man he had never seen 
before, and his arm more than half- 
way round her waist, tufning round 
and round to a “damned see-saw 
up and down sort of tune.” 

And s0, in good society, the 
waltz was banned. Then the world 
shook when it was whispered that 
a man named Strauss had actually 
played a waltz tune at Buckingham 
Palace. 

That was shocking enough, but 
nothing to the shock received by 
the aristocratic guests mvited to 
Queen Victoria’s first State Ball, 
when they actually saw, with their 
own ¢yes, the young and lovely 
Queen turn to her husband and 
then glide away in his arms—to a 
waltz. 

The Queen’s Ankles 


The whole Court was scandalised 
that the Queen's ankles dnd calves 
had been visible to everybody, in- 
cluding the footmen and members 
of the orchestra. Her action set the 
seal on the waltz. No longer dare 
the aristocracy refer to it as im- 
moral. 

It was Strauss senior, the father 
of Johann, who conducted the or- 
chestra on that historic occasion. 
Johann wrote the “Blue* Danube,” 
but by that time—1867—the waltz 
was respectable. { 

Its very popularity killed Strauss 
pére, for everybody wanted a new 
waltz for every occasion and Strauss 
used to dash from cafe to cafe and 
from ball, to ball to conduct the 
orchestras in each new-one he wrote 
and the strain eventually proved 
too much for him. 

The waltz killed Johann, too, for 
he caught a chill after sweating 
from the exertion of conducting a 


new waltz in Vienna and died from 
it in T8989,

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Sulphur Shortage 
Really Dangerous 


For the past few months a sul- 
phur famine has been threatening 
modern Industry and causing strious 
aect-backs in production. 

Cuts have had to be imposed on 
users of sulphur and sulphuric acid, 
with the result that the production 
of such things as steel, textiles, 
fertilizers, insecticides, motor tires, 
synthetic dyes, batteries, disinfect- 
ants, gasoline and a hundred other 
commodities are being retarded. 

For civilization cannot do with; 
out this important chemical. 

It is used in so many forms for 
such a variety of purposes that it 
is quite nnpossible to find a uni- 
versal substitute. 

There is not one of us who does 
not handle something évery day 
which could not have been made 
without some form of sulphur. 

One sulphur compound gives the 
familiar dark amber colour to glass 


‘bottles; another, when mixed with 


a certain oil, enables the thread to 
be cut on the smallest screw. 

Yet others hel .to fix iron rail- 
ings firmly in cement, and perform 
jobs that range from the fumigation 
of wine casks 16 the preserving of 
dried fruits. 

Without another compound nam- 
ed sulphur chloride our lives would 
be very different, for thie is indis- 
pensable . for . vulcanizing motor 
tires, electric insulation, and all 
the domestic uses to which rubber 
is now put. 

tut the most important of the 
sulphur compounds is sulphuric 
acid. Without it, within a very 
short time, our great: fertilizer ‘in- 
dustry would have come to a stand; 
still, for it uses millions of tons~of 
to make 


sulphuric acid per year 
sup2r-phosphates essential to the 
farmer. 


Fortunately, scientists reeently 
discovered a method by which they 
can save a quarter of a million tons 
of sulphuric, acid by substituting 
nitric acid, of which 
shortage. 

Nitric acid had been tried before, 
but the resulting phosphates were 
useless because they absorbed water 
and hardened when stored, 

The latest nitric acid fertilizers 
however, are as good as those made 
with sulphuric acid,

GARDEN NOTES 
Still Time For Garden 


There is plenty of time yet in 
any part of Canada to have a real 
garden, Practically all sorts of 
hardy flowers and vegetables can 
still be sown and they should con- 
tinue to be sown at intervals of 
ten days to two weeks until well 
into summer, Spreading out the 
garden in this way makes the work 
easier and mroe pleasant, but it 
also spreads the harvest of blooms 
or vegetables over weeks and 
months instead of days. In. these 
times of high-priced, scarce vege- 
tables there is a real dollars-and- 
cents saving in having a plentiful 
supply .of vegetables .coming on 
right until fall.

Watch Out For Damage 

If insects or disease really get 
well developed in a garden there 
is liable to be heavy damage beiore 
control can take effect. To guard 
against this, experienced garden- 
ers are always on the watch for 
signs of pests and at the first in- 
dication they open an offensive. 
These experts are suspicious when 
they see a wilted or curled or eaten 
leaf, even if the insects responsible 
for same are too small to be no- 
ticed by the tgked eye. 

Generally signs are ¢asy to read 
and cures are readily available, 
Holes in the leaves mean that bugs 
that chew are present. These are 
destroyed with poisons. Tf the 
leaves wilt and dry up, sucking in- 
sects are extracting the plant juices. 
Sprays or dusts that burn them, 
but not the foliage, will control. 
If leaves turn reddish or greyish 
this usually indicates the presence 
of a fungus disease. It is common 
with climbing roses and hollyhocks 
especially during muggy weather. 
Finely ground sulphur and other 
chemicals will check it. 

One can mix his own spfays or 
dusts but as a rule it js cheaper and 
also far more convenient 
ready-mixed preparations, Many of 
these are combined to control sev- 
cral different types of pests, the 
newer DDT dusts and sprays being 
particularly effective.

Learn Morse Code 
The ‘Code-voice’ Way 


When Cohnnbia’'s undergraduate 
echool for men recently decided to 


give a course in Morse code it 
called on Fred S. Keller, Professor 
of Psychology, for assistance be- 
cause. during World War IT Keller 
had developed a-new teaching tech- 
nique known as the “‘code-voice 
method.” This is now widely used 
by the armed forces in training 
radio men and others who must 
“Inow the Morse code. 


In carrying out the code-voice 
method the student, after hearing 
a signal, is given three seconds to 
write down the equivalent charac- 
ter. The instructor then announces 
the letter or number that has been 
signaled. If the student has cor- 
rectly identified the signal, he does 
nothing; if he has failed to answer 
or made a’ mistake he writes the 
correct signal underneath the space 
he should have filled in correctly. 


The signals are sent until a run 
of one hundred has been completed, 
with all thirty-six characters repre- 
sented at least twice in each run. 
At first the students make many 
errors, but after eight hours of 
instruction 95 per cent of the sig- 
nals are.correctly identified at the 
rate of five five-letter wroups a 
minute, 

In. developing the code-voice me- 
thod Professor Keller applied what 
psychologists call the “reinforce- 
ment. theory.” This was developed 
after thousands of rigidly controlled 
experiments were conducted in the 
past twenty years with white rats, 
pigeons, @Mimpanzees and human 


beings to find out how the higher 
species respond to stimuli in the 
presence or absence of a reward, or 
“reinforcement.”

Thousands of pounds have been 
lavished on expeditions, Some 
prospectors tried to find it by

ground party with a huge desert 
lorry got near. the reef as des- 
cribed in his diaries.

Men crossed moun- 
tains and chasms, were attacked by 
nomad <Aborigires and weakened 
by desert sicknes:—but failed to 
find the gold. .

Whenever dairy or catthemen get 
together the subject of artificial in- 
semination—its advantages or other- 
yise—scems almost bound to crop 
up. Dr. John B, Herrick, a moted 
United States veterinarian recently 
pointed out one of the main advan- 
tages—namely, the control of ven- 
ereal and other disease that can be 
spread from herd to herd by an in- 
fected bull.

It is possible, of course, for such 
dread. diseases as brucellosis and 
trichomoniasis to be spread by arti- 
ficial insemination. as well as by 
natural service. But field experience 
has shown a Cecrease in reproduct- 
ive diseases when artificial insemin 
ation is tsed. 

‘The reason is that artificial breed- 
ing personnel pay close attention to 
sanitation.

This strict attention to digease 
control in artificial insemination 
studs starts with the purchase of 
the bull. Managers of the ‘bull studs 
check breeding records, make sure 
the bull-is frée from disease before 
hie is added to the stud. And the 
bulls have lige chance to pick up 
diseases {fom a sterile artificial 
vagina.

‘Then Fell Dead Just Past The Post 


“A hundred and fifteen years ago, 
ea Liverpool innkeeper had a bright 
idea for pepping up trade. He could 
hardly have dreamed that he was 
about to found the greatest sport- 
ing spectacle of modern times. 

As well as owning the Waterloo 
Hotel, William Lynn was lessee of 
the nearby course’ at Aintree, where 
meetings were held regularly on the 
flat. He had noticed how the St. 
Albans. Steeplechase packed cus- 
tomers into the Turf Hotel of that 
town, and he decided to do some- 
thing about it, advertising a ‘chase 
to be run at Aintree on February 
29th, 1836, . 


Conditions were: A sweepsiake 
of 10 sovs. each with 80 sovs. added, 
for horses of all denominations, 
12st. each, gentleman riders, second 
horse receives back his stake. Win- 
ner to be sold for 200 sovs, if de- 
manded. Rather different from 100-1 
Greégalach’s Grand National in 1929, 
Then the prize was £13,000 — a 
record that still stands, as does that 
of «the huge field® of | sixty-six 
starters. 


Brought Telescopes! 


That first race was a great suc- 
cess, not only attracting a vast 
crowd to Liverpool, but also, it 
seems, adding a little tone to the 
tacing there. For, in the words of 
one reporter, “the assemblage was 
composed principally of the middle 
classes.” There must also have 
been quite a naval atmosphere since, 
-he adds, that a great many people 
had provided themselves with tele- 
scopes! 


The National has never looked 
back, The following year ‘the con- 
course of spectators was exceed- 

‘ingly large”—despite the fact. that 
there were only four starters. The 
winner was a Mr. Potts on The 
Duke who “came in winning by 
about thirty yards at a severe pace. 
This result, so totally unexpected, 

’ has mulcted ‘the knowing ones’ in 
heavy sums. The race occupied fif- 
teen minutes.” The present récord 
is under ten. 


Trish Take a Hand 


Even in those early days, Irish 
breeders took a hand in the Na- 
tional and have continued to do- 
minate it ever since. In 1838, . Sir 

filliam was rigden to victory by 
its owner, Mr. Alan McDonough, of 
County Galway, Tales of ‘his rac- 
ing exploits reached England While 
he was still in his teens, and he 
was ‘soon tiding there with great 
success, So much so that jealousy 


crept in among certain English’ 


jockeys. One of them nawed Ball 
deliberately rodé on to a course 
one day where McDonough was 
competing and knocked hinr end- 
ways. Justice was meted out, how- 


“ever, by a certain Captain Lamb, 


who chased Ball and gave him “the 
father and mother of a thrashing.” 
Next year, the ‘Liverpool Stan- 
dard’ publicized the race with a 
piece of stirring prose, anticipating 
“such a long list of nobs at this 
chase as has not hitherto dazzled 
the optics of our tawnsmen. I have 
heard that one hundred beds have 
‘already been booked at the Adelphi 
and Waterloo and that hotels are 
likely to be as thronged as four in 
a bed.” 
‘The writer was correct in his 
surmise. So great was the gallery 
‘that the race, scheduled for one 
o'clock, was not started until three! 
It was Lottery’s year. He romped 
home at 12-1, and in the words of 
one rider could trot faster than the 
rest of us could gallop.” 


Carthorse Winner 
Lottery later developed into 
something of a legend among 'cha- 
sers. Bookies grew tired of con- 
tinually paying out on him and 
frequently mianaged to freeze him 
out. Conditions of a race would 
read: “Opento all horses except 
Lottery.” He rounded off a glori- 
ous career between the shafts of a 
cart at Neasden. “And so ended,” 
writes Argus at that time, “the best 
horse that ever looked through a 
bridle. We shall never look upon 

his like again!” re 
Also ran in Lottery's National 


et sin i 


was an animal ndimed Conrad, who 
came 4 cropper ate“a nasty jump— 
a steong paling, next a rough, high, 
jagged ‘redge, and lastly a brook 
about six feet wide.” Conrad's gal- 
lant rider was a certain Captam 
Becher, whose fame has been eclip- 
sed by that of the brook at which 
he fell, since named after dim 
When Grimaldi Feil 

Becher is certainly the best-re- 
meithbered rider who never won 4 
National. In his day he was vers 
much # leading light, tmmmenscly 
popular with a public sho never 
hesitated to throw. a few things at 
any jockey who didn’t meet with 
its approval. He also appears to 
have had a flair for histrionics. At- 
ter Grimaldi carried him to victory 
im the St: \Ihats Siceplechase ot 
1836, only to fall dead on passing 
the post, a commentator wrote that 
“the leading man of the Adelphi and 
Surrey (then the homes of melo- 
drama) might have imbibed a use- 
ful lesson from the attitude of agony 
which the Captain displayed when 
gazing on the dead favourite.” 

Becher’s title of Captain was 
largely a courtesy one. He was, 
however, able to put up ome incdal 
—for being on duty with the Duke 
of Buckingham'’s Yeomanry atthe 
corowation of George [V. Physic- 
ally he was spare and, trim with 
natty side-whiskers. Apart from his 
ability ‘in the saddle he was some- 
thing of an entéftainer, for “there 
was no sound of the farmyard that 
he could not produce with startling 
fidelity.” He finished his career ra- 
ther on a note of anti-climax—as 
‘Inspector of Sacks on the G.N. Rly! 

Becher’s great rival Jim Mason, 
who steered Lottery to victory on 
so many occasions. combined bril- 
liant riding with a flair for foppish- 
ness. He never rode without wear- 
ing white kid gloves, and was so 
fussy about his boots that he tn- 
sisted on having the tops and fect 
made by different craftsmen. Dandy 
or no, he spared—neithen, self nor 
horse when going at fences) On one 
occasion, when Becher : wnother 
well-known rider ef the May,.Tom 
Oliver. had larfded nfmd brook at 
Aylesbury the Gaptain was heard 
to shout: “Duck your head, 
for Jim’s a-coming!” 

By 1850 the National was very 
much as we know it today, Then 
a grey named Peter Simple-—later 
to become a dual winner in 1853 
-——was first past #he post in a race 
that was not outstanding for thrills. 
Perhaps the chief feature was the 
honesty of the winning jockey who 
weighed-in with the story that a 
certain gentleman rider, who had 
been lying second, screamed suc- 
cessive offers at him of one, two, 
three—and finally four thousand 
pounds—to “pull” the swinner! 

1852 saw the first mare to tri- 
ump — Miss Mowbray, described 
as “only a rat of a thing.” Although 
rejected by several experts as “no 
good for. ‘chasing,” she not only 
won the National but was second 
the following year. Her swan-song 
sounded two years later when she 
broke her neck at notoricus Be- 
cher’s.

The scene ts Shanghas, scou ar- 
ter’ Pear! Harbour. the Ja- 
panese sweeping all before them. 
Among the many white men await- 
ing arrest—and_ possible death—is 
a war correspondent called Mc- 
Dougall. s 

The hotel. in’ which Mc Dougall 
lived was guarded day and night 
by Japanese sentries. Escape scem- 
ed impossible. But the alternative 
was death or imprisonment, $80 
McDougall decided to stake every- 
thing on a daring rush for freedom. 

With a few friends he hit on 
a plan. They knew that Germans 
were piven passes out of 
the city, and that their only chance 
Germans-—-without

like drunks from a party, shouting, 
arguing in German.

That is only one of the many 
thrillin incidents in Wilkam- FAL 
McDougall, Je8"S. new book about 
life in a Japanese prisonet-of-war 
camp, “By Eastern Windows”) It 
is a breath-taking account Of first- 
hand experiences. An epic of human 
courage in the face of torture, 
starvation, death — and hopeless 
monotony. 

Ironically enough, most of the 
Americans who stayed in Shang-

Human Sacrifices 

Even today, you can see the 
double cemetery, one for men and 
the other for women.

St. Bride’s Bay, 
Pembrokshire, where cries and 
groans are $aid to issue from the 
ground as well as from the caves.

You will need little imagination 
to feel the eeriness of Priest Is- 
land, an eeriness which has fright- 
ened away mofe than oné person 
wishing to settle there. It~has the 
unenviable reputation of being one 
of the most evil places in the world, 

Even ‘today, although the _main- 
landers have got over much of the 
fear that made their grandfathers 
give the place a wide berth, they 
will not land there when taking 


visitors, but as the boat grinds on © 


the beach, they utter an audible 
and fervent prayer —“Guid Lord, 
deliver us.” 

Priest Island, in the Hebrides, 
was one of the last haunts of the 
Druids. Moving ever northward out 
of reach of the Romans, they pick- 
ed out remote spots such as An- 
glesey, parts of Cumberland, and 
the islands of the Hebrides, to con- 
tinue* their worship. 

It wag an Arch Druid and his 
followers, who. settled on Priest 
Islang& where they built a temple 
and ap altar, and offered up human 
sacrifices. 

These they obtained by raiding 
the mainland and carrying off the 
women and children while the men 
were at work. 

Eventually the mainlanders fought 
down their’ fears, attacked the is- 
land, and killed all the Druids,

Although tough, they're flexible enough for cutting and easy handling. 


To make a pouch top for your wicker base, first measure the top of 
the basket to determine its size.
